To the Taxpayers and Citizens of Bethelehem : | 
It is only just that you should know where and how the 
money raised by the town has been used, and we have tried 
to show this in the itemized accounts of this report. Inclu- 
ded in A. C. Atto’s account as Road Agent are $1,249.06 of 
the expense of the Bank Wall and grading necessitated by a 
complete collapse of the old wall, sidewalk and part of the 
roadway on Agassiz street, and for which no appropriation 
was made by the town, but costing in the aggregate 
$1,384.06. 
_ It was found necessary to replank the Pierce Bridge. 
This with an unusual number of bridges and culverts to be 
covered this year accounts for the large sum paid for planks. 


“Over 4,000 feet were used on this one bridge. 

No appropriation was made by the town to carry oui iis

To the Citizens and ‘Taxpayers of the Town School District: 

We herewith present the annual report of the schools of 
the district for the past fiscal year. 

Your schools have been maintained in . good order, with 
capable teachers in charge, and we hope the work accom- 
plished will meet with your approval. | 

‘As usual the work has been retarded to some extent by 
the continued indifference of some parents about sending 
their children to school every day that the schools are in 
sesssion. The law is very stringent in regard to this matter, 
and we certainly hope it will not be necessary for us to re- 
sort to such extreme measures, but the many certainly 
should not be made to suffer for the carelessness of a few. 

We have deemed it advisable during the year to close the 
schools at Cherry Valley, South Road and Agassiz the 
small attendance and consequent lack of interest in these 
schools making it apparent to your board that a change 
was necessary. The items of transportation, and in some 
cases tuition, are in part explained in this way, as we have 
in every case made satisfactory arrangements for the ac- 
commodation of all scholars at some other school. 

In the line of repairs we have had the Junction and Hol- 
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low, school buildings inte, and the Agassiz school re- 
clapboarded and painted. 

Regarding text-books, we have made an exchange im 
Geographies, replacing the old and much worn edition, with 
the Morton, a new and up-to-date book. :

SCHOOL DISTRICT NO. }. 


The course of school affairs has run smoothly and 
pleasantly the past year and the schools may well be credited 
with a record: of successful work. While the Board of 
Education has endeavored faithfully to exercise its duty of 
‘direction and supervision, yet to our band of faithful and 
efficient teachers, all educated and trained for their profes- 
sion, must be given credit for the progress so evident in the 
record of the pupils. The District has been fortunate in the 
benefit a third year of the services as Principal of Mr. Fred 
W. Wallace. Intelligently aud loyally, and with whole heart 
in his work, he has devoted himself to the welfare of the 
schools. Possessed of the esteem and confidence of pupils 
and citizens, his influence for good. is felt not only in the 
schools butin the community. After more than two years 
of very fine work as teacher in an intermediate department, 
Miss Agnes Buckley left us at the close of the last school 
year, yielding to the allurements of matrimony.

Miss Margaret, 
Shields of St. Johnsbury, Vt., graduate of Holyoke College, 
Massachusetts, succeeded to her work, at the beginning of 
this present term.

By a vote at the last annual school meeting the Board 
of Education was authorized and instructed to install a steam 
heating plant in the school building, to heat the six school 
rooms and the two halls. Two hundred dollars was voted 
toward the cost of same, and the Board of Education, in the 
name of the District, was instructed to give its promissory 
note for the balance. The plant was installed during the 
past summer and has given the schools a greatly improved 
heating service. A little more radiating surface, in two lo- 
calities, is to be added at the expense of the contractor. 
The contract price for the plant was $968. The total cost of 
the work, including carpenter and painter labor, the con- 
struction of furnace house and coal bin was $1090. A note 
of $890 is now held by the Littleton Savings Bank. 

Our High School is one approved by the State Superin- 
tendent of Public Instruction, which means that our course 
of study must be of the same standard as other schools in the 
state The standard cich year is being raised, the require- 
ments increased, involving additional expense in the main- 
tenance of our High School. Fortunately the condition 
carries its own reliefs from expense that would otherwise be 
burdensome. As an approved High School. scholars from 
other districts and towns can come to us under state author- 
ity, the state and the towns or districts bearing the tuition 
cost. With added receipts from tuition scholars the past. 
year we have been able to meet the cost of equipments re- 
quired by the State Superintendent, among the rest, appar- 
atus for the teaching of Physics and Chemistry meaning one 
single cost of about $160. The annual school meeting is 
called for Wednesday, March 13, at 2.30 o’clock p.m. The 
Treasurer’s report will then be submitted and will show that 
the cost of the schools has been kept within the appropri- 
ations.
